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New Orleans JJK Assassination Records 
Gay Shaw-Tioklers 

The FBI’s reoorfl^tiscloaed to Mark Allen incite search slips an each of the 
jurors in the Olay Shaw trial of Jim Garrison. 

They wore in a folder identified, "Jurors - Olay Shaw Trial in N.O." 

This is apparently still another tiokler that was not "routinely" destroyed 
and it relates to information that had to originate in Hew Orleans. 

Ho related Hew Orleans records have been disclosed to ae and nothing of this 
sort is reflected in the disclosed Claw Shaw search records, which are not the 
originals but are rewritten by hand. 

This still again reflects the existence of know relevant records that are not 
in central files, not in the so-called sain files, known to tire FBI to exist and 
neither searched for nor provided. 

§ It is new to me and thus to you in that * have only now received copies. 

These records also indicate that the FlXIHlt Garrison watch was located in 
Boon 810 of ti» building at 9th and D 3tsu, WV. I believe that port of the 
Criminal Division of the Department wan then housed in that buidllng and in or 
near room of this number.

On the way home I looked at the Shaw Juror seach slips and though abou# the 
little information on thorn. They have other values and importances than those we 
discussed. I think they disclose an FBI MO for hiding even within FBI. certainly 
to frustrate disclosure on searching the indices. 

^hls is a tickler that existed a decade after there was any predictable use for 
it, so it is a better proof that the FBI regularly lies about the automatic destruction 
of all ticklers after a few days. It is not a recorded fils, not from central records. 
The first sheet is a copy of the file folder, toe only identification. 

*n turn this suggests that the FBI has a regular mans outside its indices of 
storing and retrieving inornation filed in ticklers. ’ Because without some indexing 
it would depend on recollection and because people do la vb the FBI for various 
reasons I an led to believe that there la a special area where such things are kept 
filed by subject. like they had the EHFa on the "Bulky Reap." 

As I turn the pages I'll have sore on this. You will notice that the pages are 
hand numbered and there is no file or serial number on anything. 

I'm ignoring the obliterated information related to the search. I presume there 
was nothing of any significance anyway. However, any FKIHQ search had to be on the 
assumption of its having N.O. info in Its files. 

I think these slips locate the Mj p aia special unit the FBI had set up for 
Garrison watching, so it could lie and expect to get away with it. My recollection 
isn't at all certain but I have a clear recollection of the building to which 
any info was to bo sent. I was there once at Criminal Bib's request, the matter 
involving Stoner about which the FBI fabricated a conspiracy between ue to defame it. 

I was asked to go there because of ay interviews of soldiers of ffcrtune who might 
have bean involved in a neutrality act oaae. I think that the room to which 1 was 
directed and want was 821. This return is to 818? But it could have been a 9th 
floor. I recall the name of the attorney as Morris and it was Internal Security 
Division. I though of DJ, but maybe it was of FBI. The people I saw looked like 
Hoover era FBI types. And, of course, they could have been either off iced there 
or detailed there, meaning the FBI, in addition to DJ ISD. (XSD was merged back 
into Criminal later.) I'd have to go through fairly thick files to see if I noted 
the address, but I used it in 1996 whoa we got that defamatory record by consulting 
asy record of the meeting and filing it to show the FBI lied and fabricated.
